In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are 
hereby  directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Douglas, 
qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the 
town  hall,  East  Douglas,  in  said  Douglas,  on  Monday,  the  twentieth 
day  of  March  current,  at  5.45  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and 
there  to  act  on  the  following  articles  : 

Article  1.  To  elect  a moderator,  a town  clerk,  a town  treas- 
urer, six  constables,  a tax  collector,  an  agent  of  Devise  of  Moses 
Wallis,  one  highway  commissioner,  a tree  warden,  an  auditor,  all 
for  the  term  of  one  year,  also  one  selectman,  one  assessor,  one 
overseer  of  the  poor,  one  water  commissioner,  two  members  of  the 
school  committee,  one  trustee  of  the  public  library,  one  town  ceme- 
tery commissioner,  all  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  to  vote  Yes 
or  No  on  the  question  “Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  in  the  town  the  ensuing  year  ? ” 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

Art.  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  town  officers  and  out- 
standing committees  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  4.  To  raise  by  tax  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  support  of  poor,  for  schools,  for 
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debts  and  interest,  for  salary  of  superintendent  of  schools,  for 
maintaining  street  lights,  for  highways  and  bridges,  for  extermin- 
ating browntail  and  gypsy  moths,  for  salaries  of  town  officers,  and 
for  all  other  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  5.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  pay  each 
member  of  the  Hose  Company  for  their  services  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  disposition  the  town  will  make  of  the 
dog  fund. 

Art.  7.  To  see  of  what  number  the  acting  superintending 
school  committee  shall  consist,  and  what  their  compensation  shall 
be. 


Art.  8.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate for  the  relief  of  disabled  soldiers  and  their  families. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  oil  the  macadam 
roads,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  salary  the  town  will  pay  its  tax  col- 
lector the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  price  the  town  will  pay  for  teams  and 
labor  on  the  highways  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  treas- 
urer, with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  revenue  of  the  current  year  and  to  be  paid  therefrom. 

Art.  18.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  constructing  and  repairing  sidewalks,  and  un- 
der whose  supervision  it  shall  be  expended. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  twent3^-five 
dollars  for  repair  of  town  clock,  so  called,  to  be  paid  from  the 
contingent  fund. 

Art.  15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  Simon  Fairfield  Public  Library. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  the  sum  of  one  hnn- 
dred  dollars  to  Lambert  B.  Simmons  Camp,  123,  S.  V.,  for  defraying 
expenses  for  Memorial  Day. 

x-^RT.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate money  for  railing  highways. 
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Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a sum  of 
money  to  be  used  for  the  repair  of  stone  roads,  under  supervision 
of  the  selectmen,  or  act  or  do  anything  in  relation  to  the'same. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate one  hundred  dollars  for  setting  out  shade  trees. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  school  purchas- 
ing agent  to  advertise  for  bids  for  supplying  coal  for  the  schools, 
and  let  contract  therefor.

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REPORT  OF 

School  Committee. 


Pursuing  a policy  stated  last  year,  the  Second  Grade  school- 
room in  the  main  building  was  renovated  during  the  summer.  A 
new  metal  ceiling  was  put  up  and  the  room  redecorated  like  the 
one  across  the  corridor.  These  two  rooms  now  present  so  pleasing 
an  appearance  in  contrast  to  the  other  two  on  the  same  floor  that 
it  makes  us  more  anxious  than  ever  to  continue  the  good  work. 

But  it  is  our  belief  that  the  outside  districts  should  be  made 
as  attractive  and  as  sanitary  as  any  in  town,  so  we  directed  our  at- 
tention this  year  to  the  West  Douglas  district.  The  school  room 
there  was  thoroughly  renovated  and  redecorated.  The  long  needed 
repairs  cost  something,  to  be  sure,  considering  the  distance  masons 
and  painters  had  to  be  transported,  but  the  great  satisfaction  of  par- 
ents, pupils  and  teacher  repaid  the  outlay. 

It  became  necessary  in  the  fall  to  again  open  the  schoolroom 
in  the  old  Fire  Engine  hall,  because  of  the  excess  in  numbers  of 
first  grade  children.  This  increased  our  expenses  in  three  ways, 
the  salary  of  new  teacher,  that  of  the  janitor  and  the  fuel,  but  the 
children  gained  by  the  change,  receiving  the  greater  individual  at- 
tention this  first  year,  when  it  is  especially  beneficial. 

To  one  arguing  that  the  school  appropriations  are  mounting 
higher,  we  would  say  our  transportation  charges  are  a larger  item 
this  year  than  ever.  Two  barges  are  now  needed  to  convey  the 
pupils  from  across  the  railroad  track  and  a special  team  has  to 
convey  one  child  from  the  Wallum  Hill  District  to  Douglas  Center. 
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The  Summer  Sewing  Classes  met  this  year  as  last  and  the 
work  accomplished  justifies  the  maintenance  of  such  classes.  It  is 
undertaken  voluntarily  and  a surprisingly  good  record  of  attend- 
ance is  made.  Incidentally  these  classes  serve  a two-fold  purpose. 
Not  only  are  these  girls  taught  to  sew  practical  articles,  such  as 
pillow  covers  and  aprons,  but  these  recreation  hours  of  along  vaca- 
tion are  profitably  spent,  and  life-long  habits  of  industry  are  formed. 

We  believe  that  certain  changes  should  be  made  as  soon  as 
possible  in  the  course  of  study  offered  to  the  grades,  and  are  in- 
formed that  our  new  superintendent  is  giving  his  attention  to  this 
matter.  In  this  connection  we  may  say  that  the  committee  unani- 
mously agree  that  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  it  is  poor  busi- 
ness policy  to  delay  longer  the  appropriation  of  the  small  sum 
needed  to  install  courses  in  domestic  science  and  manual  training. 
By  far  the  greater  majority  of  our  pupils  end  their  school  days  with 
the  eighth  grade.  It  is  no  longer  true  that  the  majority  of  the  girls 
in  East  Douglas  are  trained  at  home  in  what  domestic  science  im 
plies,  and  experience  has  demonstrated  that  manual  training  is  of 
practical  value  to  boys.  It  will  always  be  true  in  town  affairs  as  in 
private  that  as  one  progresses  his  expenses  will  increase.  But  surely 
our  wisest  voters  will  see  to  it  that  these  additional  items  be  met 
in  the  school  appropriations,  even  as  they  have  been  in  other  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  interests  of  our  town,  such  as  the  water 
works,  better  roads  and  sidewalks,  etc.  We  cannot  believe  that 
you  will  again  refuse  us  the  $600  that  we  ask  for  this  purpose.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Conwiittee  of  Douglas  : 

I herewith  submit  my  first  report  of  the  schools  of  Douglas,  it 
being  the  fifteenth  in  the  series  of  superintendents’  reports  in  this 
town. 


ATTEND  AN'CE. 

The  attendance  in  all  the  schools,  except  the  West  Douglas 
and  the  South  Douglas  schools,  has  been  unusually  good.  Inas- 
much as  the  average  attendance  in  the  state  is  93^,  and  that  of 
the  town  of  Douglas  was  nearly  95%  for  the  school  year  ending 
last  June,  and  nearly  96%  for  the  first  four  months  of  the  present 
school  year,  we  may  feel  proud  on  the  whole  that  such  excellent 
results  in  this  direction  have  been  attained. 

An  inspection  of  the  two  attendance  tables  at  the  end  of  this 
report,  however,  shows  that  all  our  schools  can  not  share  in  this 
pride,  for  while  the  average  attendance  in  all  the  other  schools  was 
about  96%,  and  while  all  these  schools  ranked  well  up  into  the  9U’s, 
the  attendance  of  the  South  and  the  West  Douglas  schools  was 
only  about  87%.  Examination  of  the  school  registers  for  the  past 
few  years  also  shows  about  the  same  state  of  affairs,  which  clearly 
ought  not  to  be,  and  should  not  continue.  There  is  no  reason  why 
the  attendance  in  these  two  schools  should  be  any  lower,  or  the 
per  cent  of  tardiness  any  higher,  than  in  the  other  schools  of  the 
town.  Indeed,  in  many  rural  schools  the  attendance  is  better  than 
in  the  village  schools,  and  ought  not  to  be  10%  lower,  as  is  the 
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case  in  Douglas.  Quite  a number  of  pupils  of  the  two  schools 
mentioned  above  were  absent  for  as  many  as  fifty  or  sixty  days  out 
of  the  total  of  the  one  hundred  and  seventy  days  the  schools  were 
m session  last  year.  It  is  needless  to  stale  that  in  none  of  these 
cases  are  the  pupils  up  to  grade.  I can  not  impress  upon  parents 
too  strongly  the  importance  of  insisting  that  their  children  attend 
school  every  day  the  schools  are  in  session,  unless  their  attendance 
is  rendered  harmful  or  impracticable  by  illness  or  some  other  neces- 
sary cause. 


THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

I'he  State  Board  of  Pxlucation  advises  that  our  high  school 
in  its  present  form  be  discontinued,  and  that  a junior  high  school, 
so  called,  be  established,  or  in  the  event  of  this  not  being  favorably 
considered  by  the  town,  that  the  high  school  be  given  up  altogether 
and  the  pupils  transported  to  some  larger  neighboring  high  school 
where  it  will  be  possible  for  them  to  avail  themselves  of  greater 
educational  advantages. 

'Fhe  establishing  of  a junior  high  school  requires  the  abolish- 
ment of  the  ninth  grade  and  the  combining  of  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  with  the  first  two  years  of  the  high  school  into  a four 
years’  course  in  which  both  elementary  and  high  school  subjects  are 
taken  up,  and  necessitates  that  pupils  who  wish  to  attend  college 
or  other  higher  institutions  complete  their  courses  elsewhere  in 
some  larger  high  school.  The  junior  high  school  plan  also  obli- 
gates the  employment  of  three  regular  teachers. 

The  second  plan  proposed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
to  give  up  the  high  school  altogether  and  transport  the  pupils  to 
some  other  larger  high  school,  as  that  of  Whitinsville  or  Uxbridge, 
it  is  alleged,  would  give  our  pupils  all  the  advantages,  such  as  en- 
thusiasm and  competition,  which  come  from  large  niunbers  of 
pupils,  athletics  which  appeal  to  boys  and  girls  alike,  domestic 
science,  manual  training,  commercial  training,  and  the  privilege  of 
entering  any  college,  normal,  or  technical  school,  on  certificate. 

Regarding  the  expense  involved,  it  is  stated,  that  as  it  costs 
about  $1,500  a year  in  excess  of  what  the  state  reimburses  the  town 
to  maintain  the  present  high  school,  the  sending  of  the  high  school 
pupils  elsewhere  would  mean  a net  saving  to  the  town  of  about 
$1,000  a year,  which  amount  could  be  utilized  in  providing  the 
pupils  of  the  grades  with  advantages,  such  as  domestic  science  and 
manual  training,  which  it  might  not  be  possible  otherwise  to  provide. 
This  saving  in  expense  would  come  through  reimbursement  from 
the  state,  which  pays  transportation  to  towns,  which  like  Douglas 
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are  not  obliged  to  support  high  schools,  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing one  dollar  and  a half  per  week  for  each  pupil,  and  as  this  re- 
imbursement would  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  thirt}^  dollars  or 
more  a week,  it  would  be  sufficient  to  pa}'  the  entire  cost  of  trans- 
portation. One-half  the  Tuition  would  also  be  refunded  by  the  state 
and  since  this  would  amount  to  some  $500,  the  net  saving  to  the 
town  by  sending  its  high  school  pupils  elsewhere  would  be  about 
$1,000  a year,  as  stated  above.

MANUAL  TRAINING  AND  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE. 


Closely  connected  with  the  above  question  is  that  of  the  teach- 
ing of  domestic  science  and  manual  training  in  our  schools. 

It  is  certainly  a move  in  the  right  direction  to  introduce  these 
subjects  into  the  schools,  as  their  introduction  is  strongly  recom- 
mended by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  nearly  all  progressive 
towns  have  introduced  them.  Many  of  our  pupils  leave  school  so 
early  in  their  course  (see  table  of  enrollment  by  ages  at  end  of  this 
report)  that  instruction  in  these  subjects  would  be,  next  to  the  three 
R’s,  of  more  practical  benefit  to  them  than  anything  else. 

The  transportation  of  the  high  school  pupils  to  another  town 
would  solve  the  problem  of  how  we  might  have  manual  training 
and  domestic  science  taught  in  the  grades,  as  it  would  release  the 
two  rooms  now  occupied  by  the  high  school,  and  provide  ample 
accommodations,  as  well  as  the  needed  funds. 


In  case  the  high  school  is  continued  as  at  present,  and  the 
town  is  willing  to  appropriate  the  five  or  six  hundred  dollars  a year 
required  for  maintaining  these  subjects,  the  first  floor  of  the  engine 
house  on  Cottage  street  could  undoubtedly  be  utilized, without  great 
outlay  to  put  the  rooms  in  proper  condition,  for  this  purpose. 


REPAIRS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I would  recommend  that  metal  ceilings  be  put  up,  and  the 
walls  painted  in  some  of  the  school  rooms  of  the  large  building 
each  year  until  all  the  rooms  are  in  first-class  condition.  Some 
minor  repairs  should  also  be  made  here. 

A flag  pole  should  be  erected  at  the  schools  on  Cottage  street. 

A new  flag  pole  is  desirable  at  the  Douglas  Center  school 

also. 

A full  set  of  maps  should  be  bought  for  the  West  and  the 
South  Douglas  schools,  and  a larger  stove  put  into  the  latter  school 
building  before  another  winter. 

I wish  that  instructions  in  both  music  and  drawing  might  be 
given  by  special  teachers  in  all  the  schools  of  Douglas  once  a 
week. 

A large  electric  gong,  or  better  still,  two  smaller  ones,  should 
be  placed  on  the  large  school  building,  and  the  whole  system  wired 
over,  as  it  is  out  of  order  now  far  too  much  of  the  time. 

I recommend  that  the  entire  series  of  Montgomery’s  U.  S. 
histories  be  introduced  into  the  grades,  also  the  Manly-Bailey  books 
on  language  — these  to  be  put  in  at  once  — and  that  next  year  the 
old  Smith’s  arithmetics  be  superseded  by  the  Wentworth  and  Smith 
arithmetics.  The  introduction  of  these  text-books  will  tend  to  im- 
prove the  work  of  our  schools. 

A new  course  of  study  is  also  in  process  of  compilation, which 
is  urgently  needed. 

A system  of  cumulative  record  cards  has  also  been  introduced 
by  which  it  is  possible  for  the  superintendent  to  keep  informed 
concerning  the  entire  school  life  of  every  pupil  from  the  time  he 
first  enters  school  until  his  final  disposition,  either  by  entering 
school  elsewhere,  going  to  work,  or  completing  the  course,  and  even 
then  a “follow  up”  record  is  possible. 

I'o  the  school  committee,  teachers,  parents,  pupils  and  all  who 
have  contributed  to  advancing  the  welfare  of  the  schools,  I extend 
my  sincere  appreciation  for  their  co-operation  and  good  will.

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REPORT  OF 

Principal  of  the  High  School. 


To  the  School  Com7nittee  of  the  Town  of  Doicglas  : 

I herewith  respectfully  submit  my  second  annual  report  of 
the  Douglas  high  school. 

In  regard  to  the  school  curriculum,  practically  the  same 
schedule  is  now  in  force  as  was  used  last  year.  I’ypewriting  has 
been  introduced,  and  the  pupils  are  showing  much  interest  in  this 
work. 

Last  year  the  high  school  was  approved  by  the  state  inspector 
so  that  the  upper  half  of  the  graduating  class  may  enter  the  normal 
schools  of  the  state  without  examinations.  The  high  school  has 
the  same  approval  for  the  present  year. 

Miss  Mabel  Felton,  the  high  school  assistant,  is  showing  much 
interest  in  her  work.  She  is  very  efficient  and  capable. 

One  great  need  at  present  is  a suitable  place  for  the  gradua- 
tion exercises.  I think  that  this  was  fully  realized  by  those  who 
attended  the  exercises  last  June.  If  they  are  held  in  a church, 
naturally  the  character  of  the  exercises  is  restricted.  If  they  are 
held  in  the  Lovett  building  fully  half  of  the  audience  are  unable 
to  see  those  taking  part.  If  we  had  a suitable  place,  there  would 
be  a greater  incentive  to  good  work  at  that  time. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  to  the  teachers  my  apprecia- 
tion for  their  hearty  co-operation  and  for  their  loyalty  and  de- 
votion to  their  work.

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Report  of  Supervisor  of  Music.

Dear  Sir  : 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom  I give  a report  of  the 
musical  happenings  in  the  Douglas  schools. 

I'he  usual  fortnightly  visits  have  been  made  as  heretofore. 

At  Douglas  Center  the  teachers  and  pupils  have  striven  long 
and  earnestly  to  purchase  a new  portable  organ  and  some  supple- 
mentary singing  books.  Their  labors  have  been  crowned  with  suc- 
cess, and  the  little  instrument  is  a great  help  to  the  work  there, 
and  a source  of  pleasure  as  well. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  morning  train  is  generally  late, 
necessitating  short  periods  in  both  rooms  in  order  to  reach  East 
Douglas  in  lime  to  give  the  lesson  in  the  grammar  school  before 
noon. 

The  visits  to  the  two  primary  rooms  are  monthly  instead  of 
fortnightly,  as  they  are  in  different  buildings  and  it  is  impossible 
to  make  time  for  them  both  in  one  day.  The  little  people  are 
working  at  their  scales  and  rote  songs,  and  the  monotones,  this 
year,  are  few.  A soft,  pleasing  head  tone  should  be  cultivated 
from  the  very  beginning, 

April,  the  twentieth,  an  exhibition  of  the  work  in  music  was 
held  in  the  Congregational  church  and  largely  attended.  Scales, 
rote  songs,  chart  work,  interval  drill,  explanations  of  signatures, 
time  figures,  note  values  and  the  various  steps  from  the  primary 
room  to  the  high  school  were  fully  exemplified,  Mr.  Robert  Don- 
aldson from  Woonsocket  assisted  in  two  choruses  and  ably  rendered 
a number  of  pleasing  bass  solos. 

June,  the  twenty-fourth,  a chorus  of  pupils  from  the  upper 
grammar  grades  added  very  perceptibly  to  the  music  at  the  high 
school  graduation. 

The  teachers  are  faithful  and  painstaking  and  the  work  goes 
on.  If  more  time  could  be  given  we  should  reap  greater  results  ; 
as  it  is,  we  do  our  best,  ever  hoping.

Report  of  School  Physician 


C.  L.  Judkhis,  Supe?'intendent  of  Schools,  Douglas,  Mass. 

As  school  physician  for  the  town  of  Douglas  I make  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

I have  examined  approximately  360  children  attending  the 
following  schools  in  Douglas  : East  Douglas,  1st,  2nd,  3rd,  4th, 
5th,  Gth  and  7th,  8th  and  9th  grades,  also  the  high  school  of  22 
scholars,  Douglas  C'enter,  South  Douglas  and  West  Douglas 
schools.  As  a rule  I found  the  health  and  physical  condition  of 
the  scholars  very  good  ; in  fact,  much  better  than  one  would  sup- 
pose. The  principal  causes  for  several  notices  to  be  sent  to  the 
parents,  or  guardians,  were  for  bad  teeth.  There  were  a few  cases 
of  enlarged  tonsils  and  three  children  suffering  from  adenoids, 
three  or  four  cases  of  impetigo  contagiosa,  and  one  who  had  had 
pediculosis  capitis. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  several  school  buildings  and 
rooms,  especially  the  toilets  and  out-buildings  is  up  to  the  stand- 
ard of  any,  and  exceeds  many,  that  I have  heretofore  examined.
